A printer with a photo stand that prints indicia on a recording medium, 

a printer having an outer surface; 
plurality of engagement portions formed in the outer surface of the printer; 

a photo stond that is detachably attached to the engagement portions. 

The printer witisflie photo stand according to claim 1 , wherein the photo stand

a plurality of engaging protrusionNhat are provided on a rear surface of the 
frame and engage the respective engagement portionsSs^med in the printer; and 

a photograph holding portion that is integrall^^^iQmied to a base portion of 
each engagement protrusion and urges the photograph by contactin^he rear panel. 

3. The printer with the photo stand according to claim 12, wherein the rear panel 
includes a cutaway portion that is formed by cutting away from one side so as to be opened 
with a substantially U-shape. 

4. The printer with the photo stand according to claim 1 , wherein the frame is 
providedwi!R'''a*bettQni_£mt that extends in a direction smaller than a right angle by a 
predetermined angle with respecTto^the-ic^me, and the printer is inclined at the predetermined 
angle with respect to a direction perpendicular to anmstaltedj^ane of the printer when the 
printer is attached with the photo stand having the bottom portion. ^^^^^i^^.,,^^^ 

5. The printer with the photo stand according to claim 1 , wherein the surface of 
the printe?tQ^hich the photo stand is to be attached is provided with protrusions at its upper 
and lower portion^

printer is provided with a protmsionttiaj^events the printer inclined at the predetermined 
angle from falling in a direction of the installeaTJtaj^^.

a transparent panel that covers a sxtf%ce of the photograph so as to be able to 
be seen therethrough; 

a rear panel that holds the photograph wit^^^Jle transparent panel from the rear 
side of the frame; and 

a photograph holding portion that is integrally forihed to a base portion of 
each engage ment protrusion and urges the photograph by contacting rear panel.

16. The photo stand according to claim 8, wherein the frame is provided with a 
bottom portion having a pluraiit^^^frecessed portions formed in an upper surface of the 
bottom portion to receive feet of the printer when the photo stand is attached to the printer. 

17. The printer with the photo^and according to claim 2, wherein the frame of 
the photo stand is provided with a bottom potetion having a plurality of recessed portions 
formed in an upper surface of the bottom portiomto receive feet of the printer. 

1 8. The printer with the photo stand acco^ing to claim 5, wherein the protmsions 
are equally positioned at four comers of the surface of ffi^printer to which the photo stand is 
to be attached.
